Negro Protest Brings WKite

Better Access 

Improvement of the Hailey airport 
should be good news to fliers who use 
the strip, especially those headed for Sun* 
Valley. In announcing plans for the im- 
provements, State Aeronautics Director 
Clict Moulton declared, "Sun Valley has 
brought lots of publicity for Idaho. We 
hope we can improve the airport into a 
facility which is worthy of Sun Valley." 
It would have been better yet if a suitable, 
safe airport could be provided close to 
the famed resort, but perhaps the na- 
ture of the terrain precludes an airfield 
serving Sun Valley or Ketchum.

They 
demanded that the issue of the fate of American 
POW's In North Viet Nam "not be made the oc- 
casion for any acts of reprisal," In doing so, 
these patriots uttered not a single syllabic about 
the outrageous treatment of these prisoners by 
their Red captors. Nor did the conference as a 
whole, although its gnashing of teeth was pitiful 
to behold, when it dealt with the misery visited 
uponlne" North by American bombers. 

Characteristically, the conference concealed 
Its compassion for the Communists behind a 
mealy-mouthed opinion that the growing U.S. 
offensive did not "bring South Viet Nam closer

There is a distinction .between 
wiretapping and bugging. 

In wiretapping the actual ter- 
minaL.n6lnt3_.of telephone" line 
are bridged to permit a third 
personjo eavesdrop. This is the I 
usual practice "a)though"induc- 
tlon coils can also be used. 

A bug .operates Independently 
of the telephone system. It is a 
liny microphone which can be 
connected directly by wire lo a 
listening post. Or it can be a 
tiny, battery-powered broadcast 
station with a range of nearly 
three miles In some Instances. 

The 1934 Federal Communlca-| 
tlons Act states that it Is Illegal 
to tap telephone conversations! 
between two persons without the 
knowledge of cither and then 
divulge the contents of that con- 
versation to anyone else. 

There is no federal law reg- 
ulating bugging although the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission established a regulation 



in May that anyone, other than 
law enforcement officers, using 
the broadcast devices could be 
fined $500 a day for each day' of 
illegal use. 

The federal courts have ruled 
repeatedly— that— evidence 
gleaned through ihe use of wire- 
taps is Inadmissablc on the 
grounds that it violates the con> 
stltutional ban againsL compell- 
ing 'a "person" to testify against 
himself. 

Every state has laws against 
trespass and breaking and en- 
tering. The planting pf a bug 
without the consent pf an occu- 
pant of a dwelling place or of- 
fice usually requlrles an act of 
trespass or breaking and enter- 
ing. 



The federal courts have ruled 



that evidence acquired through 
the use of bugs planted in such' 
fashion is prohibited under the 
Fourth Amendment's ban on 
llegal search and seizure. 

Despite. all this there is con- 
sidorablo-cvidenca_bcforc__.tlie 
courts that some federal agents 
have been undeterred, by either 
the law or the court's rulings in 
the~past in their— use-jof.wlrcr 
taps and bugs. 

There has never been a feder- 
al prosecution of a federal agent 
for wiretapping. The Senate 
subcommittee's records indicate 
that at least 13 federal agencies, 
excluding the' Department ' of 
Defense and the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, whose preoccu- 
pat ion is supposedly with the 
collection of foreign Intelligence

Bnck in the 1930s, Ross Alex- 
ander was considered one or the 
screen's most promising young 
lending men. The tall, darkly 
handsome actor displayed a 
i light-comedy touch in such films 
as "Brother Rat" and the all 
star "Midsummer Night's 
Dream." In looks and manner 
-ho resembled anothcr-new star," 
Cary Grant. 

On the day after New Year's, 
Alexander, 29, seemed In good 
..spirits. He and his wife, Anne 
Nngel, whom he had married 
four months before, dismantled 
the. Christ mas tree _Jn their En- 
" cino' home and dlscuTniflcTlKclr 
plans for the- coming year. They 
decided they would take a trip 
— together, 



That afternoon, Alexander 
went to the barn behind their 
ranch home and shot himself in 
the head. 

Miss Nagcl testified at the 
coroner's inquest that her hus- 
band seemed happier on that 
fatal day than he had been for 
7-weeks— He~was-an-e*pert-shot 
and was accustomed to han- 
dling firearms, she added. 

He left no notes; although his 
wife reported he had been writ- 
ing poetry, "he crumpled the 
paper up and threw It on the 
fire," she said.. 

The coroner's Jury decided 
Alexander had shot himself with 
■ulcldal intent. 

The actor's death followed a 
year after the suicide of his first 
wife, stage actress Alcta Friele. 
On Dec. 7, 1035, Alexander had 
found her body in the backyard 
of their Hollywood home. She 
had been shot in the temple by 
a 22-callbcr rifle. 

Miss Frlelo had been disap- 
pointed, in her film career; de- 
spite several screen tests, 
won nn contracts. Meanwhile 
her husband's career flourished. 
Tor weeks fine had. been threat- 
ening to return to her eastern 
home. 

Alexander told a coroner'. 
Jury of n quarrel one night when 
he flnnlly replied to her threats;

"She Jumped off tho bed,

Dixie is no longer the land of 
cotton and kinfolk. Industry, the 
llfcblood of the nation, is mak- 
ing a quiet invasion of this once 
agrarian- countryside. It has 
become a leVer randomly pry- 
ing loose the old Southern soci- 
ety, a lever that has augmented 
demanda-for— hotter— education^ 
has wrenched nt the grip of the 
stand-pat politicians ol the 
backwoods, has spread a notion 
thnt skill, not skin, is tho cri- 
terion for jobs, and that what 
is good for business is good and 
what isn't, isn't. 

Not all the changes stem from 
Industry alone, Not all tho 
changes are welcome. But in- 
dustry Is. 

■ "Industry has been our salva- 
tion," said Sidney Smycr Sr., a 
leading Birmingham business- 
man. Gov. George C. Wallace, 
as proud of his success In in- 
dustrializing Alabama as lie Is 
or his stand on segregation, 
says : 

I don't care If an industry 
comes in and hires 100 per cen'l 
Negroes and lias a Negro presi- 
dent. I want Jobs." 

Ironically, Industry and segre- 
gation in the long run may 
prove Incompatible.
